ST. Louis, May. 29.—Desolation rtill 


reigns supreme in the tornado stricken 
district. 
Today opened clear and cool. 


Everywhere gangs of men ore to be seen 
delving in thf ruins for buried victims, 
clearing streets of debris, repairing the 
damaged buildings and relievine; 
the 


homeless. 


Horrors multiply every hour and the 


death list is appalling. 
Over 130 bodies 


have been recovered so far in this city 
and over 400 persons are known to have 
been injured. Mangled bodies are found 
jn many place] along the path of the 
storm and are being taken to improvised 
morgues. 
It will be weeks before a com- 


plete list of the dead can be obtained. 


Only mere guesses can be made relative 


to the property losses on both sides of 
the river but mercantile agencies say they 
will reach $50,000,000 in St. Louis alone. 
The loss in East St. Louis will reach sev- 
eral millions. In east St. Louis disaster 
was complete. Tne western section of 
the city is one vast charnal house. 


On what is called the Island only one 


house is left standing and 600 families are 
homeless. The number of dead is esti- 
mated at fully 200. In the wake of the 
tornado, comes the grave problem of pro- 
tecting the cil y in the absence of electric 
lights. The first Missouri regiment is do- 
ing patrol ser\ ice and the police commis- 
sioners will add 150 men to force. 


East St. Louis issues a touching appeal 


for aid and the committee which pre- 
pared the ma nifesto places the killed at 
2(10 and saye the injured will number 
among the thousands. Business is vir- 
tually suspended. Men stand mute and 
aghast at the havoc wrought while thou- 
sands are flocking into the city from the 
surrounding country to view the scenes oi 
ruin and death.

MORE TORNADOES. 


Loss of Life and Property in Penn- 


sylvania by Severe Storms 


Yesterday. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.! 


AMBI.IER. Pa., May 
2D—A tornado 


which swept across the lower end of 
Montgomery county yesterday caused the 
loss of three lives, injured many people 
and did thousands of dollars worth dam- 
age. The storm seemed to gather its de- 
structive force just west of here. 


It missed the center of the town by a 


few hundred yards and careened through 
through the farming region 
leveling 


barns, trees and fences on its way. The 
greatest dam ige was done at Jarrettown. 
The wind struck a stone barn in which 
four men had taken refuge demolishing 
it, and killing Alfred Maffltt and Winifrid 
Emslie, slightly injuring the two other 
men. Four horses were killed. 


Several churches, school houses and 


other buildings were demolished and a 
large amount of live stock and other 
property was destroyed. At Langhorn 
George Wentern was killed in a barn. At 
Fenns Manor several barns, tobacco 
houses and outbuildings were completely 
destroyed. The loss caused by destruction 
of fruit trees and growing crops is enor- 
mous.

WASHINGTON, May 29,—The president 


has vetoed the river and harbor bill. Ho 
saya in part, "The immediate expenditures 
amount to about seventeen million dol- 
lars. A more startling feature is the 
authorization of contracts amounting to 
$62,000,000. Nearly $20,000,000 will fall due 
during the fiscal year of 1898 and some- 
what less in years immediately succeeding. 


"Contracts of like character authorized 


under previous statutes arc still out stand- 
ing and to meet these over four millions 
must be appropriated in the immediate 
future. If the bill becomes a law the ob- 
ligations imposed on the government to- 
gether with the immediate expenditure 
on account of rivers and harbors will 
amount to eighty millions dollars. The 
bill also directs numerous surveys and ex- 
aminations which portend largely of in- 
creased expenditures and obligations. 


"There is no ground for hope that, in 


the face of the persistent demands, the 
aggregate of appropriations for smaller 
schemes not covered by contracts can be 
reduced. In view of the obligation im- 
posed upon me by the constitution, it 
seems to me quite clear that I only dis- 
charge my duty to our people when j 
interpose my disapproval of the legisla- 
tion proposed."

consideranly larger than he received here, 
and will move his family as soon as he 
can get a house in readiness for them, 
which will probably be in about two 
weeks. 
His son Edgar, who recently 


graduated from the New York College of 
Pharmacy, will remain with the lamily 
until they are settled in their new home, 
and will then engage in business, proba- 
bly in New York city. 


The departure of Mr. Butterworth and 


his family will be regretted by many 
friends, whose best wishes will follow 
them to their new home. It also creates 
a vacancy in the city couucil, of which 
Mr. Butterworth was an active and con- 
scientious member.

1 he accomdanying cut gives a good idea 


of the exterior appearance of Grand Army 
hall, which it is intended to erect on 
Holden street this year. 


The style is what is known as colonial. 


The building will be oflight colored brick, 
with t'.-rra cotta and s>tone trimmings, and 
will be 43 feet front by 120 feet deep. 


From the front door a wide corridor 


will extend to the large hall in the rear of 
the two-story part of the building. To 
the right of the corridor will be a parlor 
18 by 35 feet, and to the left will be a 
broad stairway leading to the second 
story, with a dressing room at either side. 


The hall will be 45 by 60 feet, with a 


stage 22 feet deep. The ceiling will be 16 
feet from the floor. The rear end of the 
hall, v* here the stage will be located, will 
be about a story and a half high, and two 
stairways will lead from the stage to 
dressing rooms above. The hall as ordi- 
narily occupied will scat 500 people, but 
on special occasions, when people are 
seated on the stage and the parlor and 
dressing room adjoining the hall are 
availed of, as they can be by opening wide 
doors, about 700 peop'e can be accommo- 
dated. 


The second story will be the home of 


the Grand Army and will be used for no 
other purpose. Above the parlor will be 
the pout room, 20 by 35 feet, and at the 
sides of the stairway will be two ante- 
rooms each 12 by 18 feet. 


There will be a fireplace in the parlor, 


and at each side of the hall there will be a 


fireplace large enough to take four-foot 
wood. Steam coils will bo placed in the 
upper parts of the fireplaces to Insure 
good ventilation at all times, and ventila- 
tion will be iurther promoted by ven- 
tilators in the ceiling. 


Under the front part of the building 


will be a basement in which will be the 
heating apparatus and a spacious kitchen. 
There will also be a basement under the 
stage for storage purposes. 


The front part of the building will be 


finished in hard wood and the ceiling of 
the hall will be paneleld, a style that will 
add both to its strength and appear- 
ance. 


As stated above, the upper rooms will 


be kept strictly for the use of Sanford 
post and its auxiliaries,—the Sons of 
Veterans and the Woman's Relief corps,— 
but the lower part of the building \\ ill be 
used for campfires or social gatherings of 
any kind, and the hall will be rented to 
others when wanted, the proceeds to go 
to the support of the post. 


The building was planned by Col. F. 


W. Merriam of this city, and the Grand 
Army men feel that it is most admirably 
adapted to their needs. Others who ha^e 
seen the plan are of a similar opinion and 
it is probable that few, if any, alterations 
will be made. 


Tha old soldiers hope to be settled in 


their new home before another winter, 
and if the good wishes of their fellow 
citizens take tangible form the hope will 
be realized.

FIREMEN'S CONVENTION. 


Chief Byars Would Like to Have It Held 


Next Year. 


Chief Engineer Byars will attend the 


annual convention of the State Firemen's 
association at Filchburg next fall, and 
would be pleased to invite the association 
to hold its convention in this city in 1897. 
It was held at I'ittsiiek! last fall and was 
an event that the city was proud of. 


Chief Bynrs believes the convention

The fundamental principle of navign- 


tioa, aad therefore the controlling clo- 
mentury law cf maritime strategy, is tha 
physical law of displacement—that a float- 
Ing vessel invariably weighs neither niora 
nor loss than the quantity of water which 
its Immersed part displaces. It Is a conse- 
quence of this law that the weight of a 
chip of given size is constant. Within cer- 
tain limits a builder may distribute tho 
weight as ha pleases. He may assign so 
much to hull, so much to engines of pro- 
pulsion nnd the remainder to cargo. For 
B given speed t.ho weight of engines for 
ships of tho flame si-e will he rmich the 
same. The builder therefore must choose 
between assigning weight tohullorRlving 
it to cargo. A very strong hull meann re- 
duced carrying capacity, a great carrying 
capacity means a hull of tfoo "lightest pos- 
sible construction. To theso elementary 
conditions is duo tho difference- between a 
ship of war nnd a merchant ship. The 
merchant ship must necessarily be con- 
structed to carry tho greatest weight of 
cargo possible consistent with, a hull strong 
•rough for navigation and with propul- 
sion sufficient for the epaed required iu its 
business. 


Tho moment tho hull is unnecessarily 


etrengthoned the ship will censo to bo able 
to compete ns a carrier with other ships of 
tho same size nnd speed which, having 
lighter hulls, can carry rnoro cargo. A 
ship built with a hull specially strength- 
ened in ordnr to withstand tho various 
shocks of battle cannot in peaceful trade 
pay us H commercial enterprise, nnd tho 
merchant Kliip, vrith its hull lightened 
down to tiie margin of safety, can never 
bo exposed to iho samo rough treatment 
for which tiio man-of-war with if ? specially 
strengthen™! framework is prepared.—Xn- 
tional Koviow.

A Bit oi* Local History. 


An interesting history attaches to the 


lot which the college recently purchased 
of toe Catholics, and which is, occupied by 
St. Patrick's church. The lot was a part 
oftbeiarm owned and worked by Col. 
Samuel Sloanc, who, in the early part of 
the century, built the house now occu- 
pied by President Carter. 
The lot in 


question was sold by Colonel Sloane to 
the Williamstown Academy association 
about sixty years ago. 
This association, 


composed of the prominent men of the 
town, built a two-story brick building on 
the lot. The lower btory was used for 
offices, from one of which the Advocate, 
the first paper ever printed in Williams- 
ton n, was issued. The upper story was 
used for school purposes. The Acidemy 
association tailed, and the Whitman took 
the property shortly after. Robert Noble 
bought the place, and in turn sold it to 
the Catholics. They worshipped in the 
old school building for several years, but 
in 1SS1 erected the church which they 
now occupy. The college has not yet de- 
cided what to do with the property, but 
it has baen suggested that the Young 
Men's Cnristictn association have the use 
of the church until it is able to erect a 
building of its own.

This was a test 
vote, and was regarded as a signal 
victory foi the broad-g-augers, or sil- 
ver men.

hours' hot debate the free s'lver plank 
WKS defi-a'ud by a vote of 387 ayes to 
4.'7 noes. Two of the Iowa delegation 
announces that they voted for the 
plank under instructions and against 
their conv.ctions. Five of the Michigan 
delegates nndcr the leadership of Prof. 
PicKie, e>.-chairman of the national 
committee, disobeyed instructions of 
the convention arid voted "no."' The 
chair declared the free silver resolu- 
tion lost, and after the cheering and 
excitement which this announcement 
caused had quieted down, the conven- 
tion po-octeded to the consideration of 
other parts of the platform against 
wlncn there was expected to be no 
strong opposition. 


Single Flank Men Renew the Fight. 
Hefore much progress had been -nade, 


Mr. Pattoa of Illinois upset the whole 
course of proceedings and precipitated 
a liveiv debate by opposing the non- 
sectarian school resolution as being 
the A»v>rk of the American Protective 
uniou. and he appealed to the conven- 
tion not to adopt anything which 
would prevent their enlisting all good 
citizens t<- aid them in fig-hting against 
the rum ) ower. He proposed a sub- 
stitute platform which omitted men- 
tion of evi-ry subject, woman suffrage 
included, except prohibition. 
liov. 


St. John, his voice showing great emo- 
tion, rose and said, as the single plank 
n-en had been successful and had in- 
duced the convention to dodge the 
greatest question of the day, the silver 
question, lie' was in favor of turning 
over the -.vhole organization to them, 
and if they mui>t have a single plank 


platform lie was inclined to think this 
\\as as good a one as could be had. In 
the meantime Mrs. Helen Gougar and 
other prominent woman suffragists, 
manifesting great 
excitement, de- 


mauded recognition to denounce "those 
cowardly men." 
i:roa<l-Oau;ers Knocked Completely Out. 


Ill a scene of intense confusion the 


previous question was ordered by a 
rising vote and Mr. Patton's substitute 
was declared adopted, thus becoming 
the bole platform of the party. Its full 
text was us follows: "The Prohibition 


party. In national convention assem- 
bled, declares its firm conviction that 
the manufacture, exportation, importa- 
tion, and sale of alcoholic beverages 
has produced such social, commercial, 
industrial, political wrongs, and is 
now so threatening the perpetuity of 
all our social and political institutions, 
that the suppression of the same by a 
political party organized therefor is 
the greatest object to be accomplished 
by the voters of our country; is of such 
importance that it, of right, ought to 
control the political action of our patri- 
otic citizens until such suppression is 
accomplished. The urgency of this 
case demands the union, without fur- 
ther delay, of all citizens who desire 
the prohibition of the liquor traffic. 
Therefore, be it resolved, that we 
favor the legal prohibition by state 
and national legislation of the manu- 
facture, importation, exportation, in- 
terstate transportation, and sale of al- 
coholic beverages; that we declare our 
purpose to organize and unite all the 
friends of prohibition into our party, 
and in order to accomplish this end we 
deem it but right to leave every prohi- 
bitionist the freedom of his own con- 
vietions xipon all other political ques- 
tions and trust our representatives to 
take such action upon other political 
questions as the changes occasioned by 
prohibition and the welfare of tho 
whole people shall demand." 


Motion To Reconsider Tabled. 


The result seemed to take the broad- 


gaugers completely by surprise, al- 
though it was intimated that an under- 
standing had been had between some 
of the leaders of the two factions that 
whichever side was successful on the 
silver question should have its way aa 
to the rest of the platform. The west- 
ern men who favored the insertion of 
the feature recommended by the mi- 
nority of the 
platform committee 


fairly yelled themselves hoarse in 
declarations thnt the Prohibitionists 
were no longer a political part3', but 
had become a mere temperance organi- 
yation. In the midst of great excite- 
ment Mr. St. John came forward and 
changing his recently expressed opin- 
ion that Mi". Patton's single plank 
platform was the best that could be 
had under the circumstances, moved to 
reconsider the vote by which it had 
been adopted. The narrow-gauge men 
at once moved to lay this motion on the 
table and by a rising vote, in which 
everybody seemed to be standing up 
for both sides of the question at the 
same time, the motion to table the re- 
consideration was declared adopted. A 
recess was then taken until 8 o'clock. 


Nominations Speedily Made. 


About 
300 delegates attended

broad-guape caucus, including sixty 
women. 
Various bolting propositions 


were voted down, and the decision 
was reached to postpone all action 
until after adjournment of the regular 
convention.

Latest Estimate of the Tornado's 


Victims About St. Louis. 


1,000 INJURED NOW IK DISPENSARIES 


Work of Rescue In the Devattated D!»- 


trictd — Hundred* of Building* In 


Bnlni end the Street* Uttered 


with the Wreckage. 


St. Louis, May 29.—A conservative 


estimate made this morning1 places the 
huraber of dead in the storm stricken 
district of St. Louis and vicinity at 000. 
One thousand injured are now in the 
dispensaries 
and 
other are being 


brought in, The property loss in this 
city and East St. Louis will exceed S4, 
000,000. The Eads bridge is damaged 
$500,000. The damage to the audito- 
rium, the republican convention hall, 
is slight, and the building can be 
put in good order within ten days. 
The uurnber of identified dead in this 
city this morning- was eighty-nine. In 
addition to 'those dead there are at the 
morgue and unidentified the bodies of 
twenty-four men and six women. IThe 
list of identified is being added to 
hourly. It is reported that twenty- 
nine employes of the Ligget & Meyers 
tobacco factory are in the ruins of the 
buildings. 
Twenty-five employes of 


the St. Louis Wooden Gutter company 
are missing and are thought to have 
been killed when the building fell and 
were buried.

Vaflt District in Rulnt. 


A district in this city bounded north 


by Chicago avenue, west by Grand 
avenue, south to the city limits and 
east to the river, is virtually a mass of 
ruins. Xot an electric light has burned 
nor a car run in that section compris- 
ing 720 city blocks since 5:20 p. m. 
Wednesday. 
Within this territory 


scercely a building has escaped injury 
and thousands of them are in ruins. 
On surveying the desolate scene one 
marvels that the deaths are not much 
greater. Beginning at the western 
boundary of the scene is the handsome 
and exclusive residence section known 
as Compton Hill, the home of the fourth 
generation of the early French settlers 
of St. Louis. This aristocratic home 
place is strewn with debris. Just east 
lies Lafayette park. There the trees, 
shrubbery, fountains and statuary that 
have been the pride of the' city were 


few row boata, placed at the service ol 
newspaper men and others whose du- 
ties called them to the scene, the place 
was cut off from communication with

Searching for the Dead. 


In the devastated district the search

Only a complete search of the 
acres of ruins can tell the true story, 
for the people in the stricken district 
are utterly unable to tell a coherent 
story.

At the Vermont Marble works, 1125 
South Seventh street, the wreck was 
complete. It was here that Henry 
Henz, a driver for the concern, was 
killed. He was buried beneath tons 
of the great blocks of stone, which 
were hurled about by the wind, 
dglity.
